Address of Grand Z. 


To ihe Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of Alberta : 

Companions: 

Another year has passed and I heartily welcome you to this, our Fifth Annual 
Convocation. Notwithstanding all the disturbing circumstances which might 
have prevented a successful year, I am pleased to state that our growth has been 
substantial, both numerically and financially. At our last Convocation we were 
still in the midst of the Great War, but today, thanks to the Great Jehovah, civiliza¬ 
tion has conquered and the barbarian has been overthrown, During the coming 
months many of our Companions who have been serving King and Country will 
be returning to their homes and families and we, as Royal Arch Masons, should 
consider it our duty to spare no effort on their behalf. We must prove to them 
that their services on behalf of humanity has not been “labor in vain.” To those 
who will not return, who lie in Flander’s fields, we reverently give the homage due 
their noble sacrifice which will be ever green in our memories. 

VISITATIONS 

My first official visit was to Mount Olivet Chapter No. 17, at Killam, ac¬ 
companied by R.E. Comp. Neff, superintendent of the First Masonic District. 
This Chapter for some time had been dormant, but as a result of our visit the Com¬ 
panions of Mount Olivet decided to put more energy into the work and revive 
the Chapter, with the pleasing result that several new members have been received 
and under the guidance of R.E. Companion Nichol, success appears to have crowned 
their efforts. 

I visited most of the Chapters in the north early in the year and fully intended 
making visits to all in this jurisdiction, but owing to the influenza epidemic, ar¬ 
rangements made by my Superintendents for visits to the southern Chapters had 
to be cancelled. The Superintendents, however, report that nearly every Chapter 
has been visited and that with few exceptions good progress has been made. 

NEW CHAPTER 

On 2nd January I issued a dispensation to seventeen companions resident at 
or near Strathmore to erect a Chapter at that town, and instructed R.E. Comp. 
M. M. Downey, Grand H., to institute the Chapter on 9th January. From reports 
I have received, I believe the Strathmore Chapter will accomplish good work in 
Capitular Masonry. 

CHANGES IN BY-LAWS 

On March 16th I approved of the following amendments to the By-laws of 
Assiniboia Chapter No. 3: 

No. (12).—Strike out the words “one black ball” and substitute the words 
“two black balls.” 

No. (14).—Strike out the last part, which reads: “An}' member of this Chapter 
living more than 25 miles from Medicine Hat may retain membership in this Chapter 
by paying $1.00 per year dues.” 

DECISIONS 

During my term in office the following questions have been submitted to me 
for my judgment, and my decisions were given as follows: 

FROM BEKAH CHAPTER NO. 7, April, 1918: 

1.—When a Chapter of R.A. Masons is opened, are Lodges of M.M. Masons 
and M.E. Masters opened by that ceremony? 

Ans. —1. Lodges of M.M.M. and M.E.M. are not opened by R.A. ceremony. 
Lodges of M.M.M. and M.E.M. must be opened regularly in each instance . 




2. Can a Master Mason be advanced to M.M. degree, or received as a M E. 
Master, without a Lodge of M.M.M’s or M.E.M’s having been regularly opened in 
the manner prescribed in the Work supplied to the Chapters for their guidance? 

Arts .—Candidates for the M.M.M. and M.E.M. degrees cannot be advanced 
or received except in Lodges regularly opened for such purpose and in manner 
prescribed. 

3. —Can a candidate for reception or exaltation be examined for reception or 
exaltation in any other than regularly opened Lodges of M.M.M. and M.E.M. 
respectively? 

Ans. — (a) Candidates for reception are examined in M.M.M. Lodge; (6) 
Candidates for exaltation are examined in M.E.M. Lodge. 

4. —In the event of the 1st Principal of a Chapter advancing or receiving a 
candidate in other than a Lodge opened in prescribed form, is such candidate legally 
advanced or received according to the usages and customs of Freemasonry? 

Ans .—Candidates for the several degrees must be advanced, received and exalted 
to the respective degrees in prescribed form only. 

FROM BEKAH CHAPTER No. .7, January, 1919: 

L—-Does a member who has been suspended in the Blue Lodge, for non-payment 
of dues, become automatically suspended in the Chapter? 

Ans .—As the non-payment of dues is not a Masonic offence, the suspension 
would not follow. 

2.—If a Companion be suspended in the Chapter for N.P.D., is he automatically 
suspended in his “Blue” Lodge? 

Ans .—This is a question entirely in the jurisdiction of Grand Lodge. 

FRATERNAL RECOGNITION 

All the Grand Chapters throughout the world, with the exception of six, have 
have extended to this Grand Chapter fraternal recognition, and probably several 
of these have given the desired recognition but have failed to advise this Grand 
Chapter. 

A list of the Grand Representatives nominated and appointed by me will be 
shown in the appendix to our annual report. 

GRAND CHAPTER OF CANADA 

I am pleased to say that the greatest harmony exists between our Mother 
Grand Chapter of Canada and the Grand Chapter of Alberta. During the capitular 
year one thousand dollars have been received from the Grand Chapter of Canada 
as a token of its fraternal good will. We extend to our Mother Grand Chapter 
our heartfelt thanks for this gift, and offer our sincere good wishes for her continued 
progress and success. 


IN MEMORIAM 

Twenty of our Companions have been called to “that Temple not made with 
hands eternal in the Heavens.”

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Grand Superintendents Report 


DISTRICT NO. 1 

Edmonton, February 20th, 1919. 

To the Most Excellent Grand First Principal and 

Members of the Grand Chapter R.A.M., Alberta: 

I hereby beg to submit my report of the work done for the cause and the state 
of Capitular Masonry in District No. 1 during this term. 

Early in the year a delegation from Grand Chapter consisting of the Most Ex. 
Grand 1st Principal and myself visited Mount Olivet Chapter No. 17, at Killam, 
for the purpose of persuading the Companions of that Chapter to either continue 
the Chapter work there or deposit their charter with the Grand Chapter during 
the continuance of the war, or until the time arrived when, in the opinion of the 
Companions, the work could be successfully resumed. We received a cordial 
reception. When this question came up for discussion it was thoroughly debated 
and after hearing the remarks of the delegation it was resolved by a large majority 
vote to continue the work. This has been done, and with very gratifying success. 

Have made official visits to all the Chapters in the district with the exception 
of Mount Olivet No. 17. In each Chapter visited I found the books in excellent 
condition, reflecting great credit on the several S’s.E. All the Chapters have some 
of the Companions owing back dues. The Scribes, however, are endeavoring to 
collect these, so that I expect, ere long, there will be a great improvement in this 
respect. 

In respect to the opening and closing ceremonies of conducting the general 
business and of conferring degrees, the weak Chapters in this district are, to my mind, 
Mount Horeb and Vermilion However, these are now well officered and I have 
no doubt there will be great improvements made in each of these Chapters during 
the year 1919. It was my pleasure on visiting them to urge great diligence in doing 
the work, and I have no doubt that they will so improve as to lead some of the other 
Chapters before the end of the year 1919. 

The prevalent epidemic interfered so much with our meetings that it rendered 
it all but impossible to hold a Chapter of Instruction in the District. I had one arranged 
for, the night set. and some of the invitations sent out, when the Government pro¬ 
hibited all Lodge meetings, so I had to cancel it. Hope my sucessor will be more 
fortunate and be able to hold one or more during his term of office as I believe a 
great good can be done by so doing. 

All the Chapters visited are adequately protected by fire insurance. 

In my judgment Capitular Masonry is in a better condition now in District 
No. 1, than it was at the beginning of the year, notwithstanding the interruptions 
due to the epidemic of Spanish Influenza, and the prospect of an excellent advance¬ 
ment during the coming year is in evidence. 

I thank the Companions, one and all, for honoring me by electing me your 
representative and for the cordial reception I received at the several meetings.

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DISTRICT NO. 2 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, 

Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter: 

In presenting to you my report as Grand Superintendent for the second Masonic 
District for the Grand Chapter year just drawing to a close, I have pleasure in 
stating that the condition of Royal Arch Masonry in the Second Masonic District 
has throughout the vear, been characterized by activity, efficiency and healthy 
growth. All the Chapters in this District were of course affected temporarily by the 
epidemic of Spanish Influenza which resulted in meetings of the Chapter being 
suspended for several weeks in the months of October and November last. While 
the meetings were suspended I have every reason to believe that the members of 
the Royal Craft during the period of suspension were earnestly and continuously 
doing everything possible in helping, not only their fellow Companions, but the 
citizens and neighbors, in fighting the spread of this dread disease and assisting 
its victims through illness and convalescence. At all times during the year, all the 
Chapters in the District were holding their meetings regularly and exemplifying the 
work of the three degrees in a satisfactory manner. I am happy to state that 
every Chapter has been developing in a healthy and promising manner both from 
the standpoint of addition to their members by exaltation and affiliation and also 
an increased knowledge on the part of their members in the work of the degrees. 

Notwithstanding the interruption caused by the epidemic, I am glad to report 
that I was able to make an official visit to every Chapter in the District and during 
the year have had an opportunity of witnessing some degrees conferred at each 
Chapter. I have been particularly pleased with the interest shown and the efficiency 
exhibited by the younger Chapters in the District. I have found throughout the 
District the utmost harmony among its several Chapters and a constant willingness, 
in fact desire, among the Chapters for co-operation in carrying on their work and 
extending the influence of Royal Arch Masonry. 

In October, 1918, I received through the Grand Scribe E. a petition from seven¬ 
teen Companions resident in and around Strathmore, requesting that a Chapter 
to be known as Strathmore Chapter be instituted at Strathmore. Upon making 
the necessary investigation I was able to recommend the petition to the Most Ex¬ 
cellent Grand First Principal for his approval. On January 9th, 1919, R.E. Comp. 
M. M. Downey, instituted the new Chapter at Strathmore. While not present 
at the beginning of this ceremony I was able to take part in the latter portion of 
it and also witness the exemplification of degrees on candidates following the insti¬ 
tution of the Chapter. Since its institution this Chapter has held several meetings 
at which candidates have received the degrees of Royal Arch Masonry. The books 
of the Chapter have been submitted to me for inspection and I found them in ex¬ 
cellent condition. This Chapter is well equipped with regalia and paraphernalia, 
and is in a sound financial position. I have great pleasure in recommending that 
a warrant be granted to Strathmore Chapter at this convocation of Grand Chapter. 

On February 26th, last, a Chapter of Instruction was held in the Masonic 
Temple, Calgary, at which all the Chapters in the District were represented and 
with the exception of one Chapter, two or more of the principal officers of each 
Chapter were present. The use of the Chapter Room for this evening was kindly 
granted by Calgary Chapter No. 11. and the meeting was summoned by Alberta 
Chapter !N T o. 1 at my request. Keystone Chapter No. 12, sent to this meeting 
a full team of officers and exemplified the Holy Royal Arch Degree in a highly 
satisfactory manner. This Chapter of Instruction was largely attended and in my 
opinion was a gratifying success. Keystone Chapter is to be congratulated upon 
its ability not only to send for a special occasion its full quota of officers, but also 
upon the excellent character of the work done by its officers. I feel that the success 
of this meeting was very largely due to the enterprise and zeal displayed by Key- 
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stone Chapter No. 12. Plans for a Chapter of Instruction to be held in Calgary at 
the end of November last had been arranged but had to be cancelled owing to the 
epidemic. 

On May 1st, 1918, I had the pleasure of accompanying the Most Excellent 
Grand First Principal on the occasion of his making an official visit to a joint meeting 
of the three Chapters located in Calgary. This was one of the largest and most 
enthusiastic meetings of Royal Arch Masons ever held in this District. On January 
2nd, 1919, at the request of the three Calgary Chapters I officiated as installing 
officer in a joint installation of the officers of Alberta Chapter No. 1, Otuskwan 
Chapter No. 9, and Calgary Chapter No. 11, assisted by M.E. Comp’s S. Y. Taylor 
and J. N. Rankin and R.E. Comp’s M. M. Downey and J. H. Argue. At this 
meeting the Excellent First Principal of Banff Chapter No. 20, was also installed. 
The meeting was largely attended and there was everywhere displayed the best of 
good-fellowship and enthusiasm. On January 29th 1 installed the officers of Bow 
Valley Chapter No. 10, at Gleichen. On February 4th, I installed several officers 
of Banff Chapter No. 20 at Banff. On February 26th, at the Chapter of Instruction 
in Calgary, I installed the First and Third Principals of the Hiram Chapter No. 19, 
and the Second Principal of Banff Chapter No. 20. 

I found the books of the Various Chapters all kept in a satisfactory manner 
and all chapters have insured their regalia and paraphernalia in what appeared to 
be reasonable amounts.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CORRESPONDENCE 

Following the course adopted last year, your committee have compiled what 
they consider to be some of the most important topics and events transpiring in 
Capitular Masonry in Sister Grand Jurisdictions. Your committee are desirous that 
their report shall be informative, suggestive and of practical value to the Craft. 
The compilation of unrelated facts will not achieve this purpose, nor is it possible 
to discern profit in the controversies which certain correspondence committees 
find so delectable. 

In submitting this report, your committee wish to say that much matter of 
real instruction and interest has been left out in order that they might make their 
report as brief as possible. Too often lengthy reports on correspondence are simply 
printed and then relegated to the limbo of filed matter without any real benefit 
being derived from them. 

The purpose of this report is to advise the Companions of Alberta as briefly 
as possible regarding current Masonic thought and action in other jurisdictions 
with the view that they may profit by the example and experience of others. Your 
committee are painfully aware that they fail in much to approximate their own ideal 
and that perfection to be desired, but trust that the kindness of the Companions 
will overlook all those deficiencies which their wisdom and good taste will easily 
discover. 

The committee have entered into no controversy with anyone and instead of 
giving their own opinions, have preferred to give in the writer’s own language his 
arguments on the question under discussion.

DECISIONS RENDERED BY OTHER JURISDICTIONS 

L The fact that a member is square upon the books at the time he makes 
application for a demit entitles him to one when Chapter meets, even though it 
may be several months. A Chapter should not permit a Companion to suffer 
for its own shortcomings.—Tennessee, 1918. 

2. A dispensation is always granted to a Chapter. The Chapter, and not its 
officers, should ask for dispensation.—Wisconsin, 1918. 

3. The Grand High Priest has no power to grant a dispensation to ballot upon 
a petition at a Special Convocation.—Wisconsin, 1918. 

4. A Companion in arrears for dues in a Chapter and not suspended can hold 
office in another Chapter.—Canada, 1918. 

5. The signer of a petition for dispensation is liable for dues under the Chapter’s 
by-laws unless he has requested the removal of his name from the petition.—Canada, 
1918. 

6. A non-affiliate Brother in good standing is eligible to make application for 
membership to a Chapter.—Canada, 1918. 

7. A Brother whose residence is Chicago, visiting in the jurisdiction during the 
summer, is not eligible for the degrees except a waiver is granted from Illinois, 
a proper ballot taken and dispensation issued.—Canada, 1918. 
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8. An organist is not a serving Companion and thereby entitled to admission 
free of fee.—Canada, 1918. 

9. A re-elected First Principal must be installed, but the full ceremony is 
not necessary.—Canada, 1918. 

10. Grand Officers other than the Grand High Priests are entitled to be re¬ 
ceived with Grand Honors.—California, 1918. 

11. Application for exaltation in a Chapter by a Mark Master made in an 
English Mark Masons Lodge is the same as that of any other Master Mason except 
the Mark degree is recognized as valid.—Canada, 1918. 

12. A Mark Master made in Scotland may apply for the Chapter degrees. 
As there is quite a material difference between the ritual of the Mark Master’s 
degree in Scotland and the Chapter Mark Master, it is necessary for the Brother 
to take the whole series of degrees as any other Master Mason.—Louisiana, 1918. 

13. It is not permissible to elect a Secretary of a Chapter from the membership 
of another Chapter.—Wisconsin, 1918. 

14. A duly installed First Principal of a Chapter who attends to his duties 
for three months, who is absent for at least one year thereafter, is eligible to be 
installed as Immediate Past Z of his Chapter and to rank as a Past Z.—Canada, 1918. 

15. The loss of an arm by a worthy Master Mason does not debar him from' 
receiving the Capitular degrees.—Canada, 1918. 

16. Physical qualification for initiation into Freemasonry is a landmark 
applying only to the making of Free Masons.—Pennsylvania, 1917. 

17. Physical disability after becoming a Master Mason does not disqualify 
a Brother from Chapter degrees, provided said disability would not interfere with 
his imparting to others the secret work of the Order.—Texas, 1917. 

18. No dispensation is necessary to use two substitutes in conferring the 
Royal Arch degree.—North Carolina, 1917. 

19. A Brother suspended for N.P.D. in a Craft Lodge is thereby automatically 
suspended in his Chapter.—Canada, 1918. 

20. That it is illegal and improper to confer any of the Capitular degrees on 
Sunday.—Arizona, 1918. 

21. That this Grand Chapter condemns the use of the Chapter Seal upon 
receipts for dues and prohibits such use.—Maryland, 1918. 

22. That the forming of clubs with monthly payments, thereby securing the 
initiation fees for the club members seriatim and chosen by lot, be emphatically 
forbidden, as being prejudicial to the dignity of Royal Arch Masonry.—Maryland, 
1918.

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FRATERNAL RECOGNITION 

The chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence for the General 
Grand Chapter of the United States of America reported as follows: 

“It is a matter of sincere congratulation that the unhappy differences existing 
at the time of our last General Grand Convocation between the Grand Chapter of 
Canada and the Grand Chapter of Alberta have been amicably adjusted and recog¬ 
nition has been extended to the Grand Chapter of Alberta by the Grand Chapter 
■of Canada thus closing an unfortunate incident and thoroughly justifying this 
General Grand Chapter three years ago in refusing to declare the Grand Chapter 
of Alberta irregular or clandestine. The right hand of fellowship is extended to 
the Grand Chapter of Alberta and the good wishes of this General Grand Chapter 
are hereby tendered. 

“The so-called St. Andrews Grand Chapter of Belgium, located in London, 
appears to be without standing at present and the action of the General Grand Secre¬ 
tary in bringing to the attention of the various Grand Chapters its exact status is 
hereby approved. While your committee is desirous of extending fraternal assistance 
to Capitular Masonry wherever properly established, it seems wiser to wait the 
Teturn of Peace and the restoration of this unhappy country before attempting to 
establish a Grand Chapter there or recognize in the slightest manner a Grand Chapter 
whose organization is obscure and which, even if organized, is at present without 
a country or jurisdiction. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION! 

The location of the proposed memorial to Washington the Mason is an idea 
site for a commemorative building. The spot on which this memorial will stand 
was once selected by Thomas Jefferson as the site upon which to erect the Capitol 
of the United States. On every hand the view stretches away for miles, and the 
panorama, near and distant, includes places, objects and landmarks that are in¬ 
dissolubly associated with our country’s history and that, are calculated to arouse 
the enthusiasm and inspire the zeal of all who appreciate American citizenship and 
glory in the achievements of our fathers. To the traveller on all the railroad routes, 
as well as from the steamships that ply on the Potomac, the memorial will be in 
full view, and standing there “in the eye of the sun” will proclaim to the people 
from every land the story of Washington’s association with, and affection for, our 
great Fraternity. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVES 

Geo. B. Winslow, Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of Kentucky, in 
liis annual address says: 

“I presume the Grand Secretary will make a report of the appointments made, 
commissions received, issued and renewed for Grand Representatives at and near 
-this and other Grand Chapters. 

“Following a custom, I filled such vacancies as came to my knowledge, and 
took such steps as I was requested to take, feeling that neither good nor harm could 
come therefrom, and believing that there was some law authorizing, if not requiring 
it. 

“Since then I have made what I believe to be a careful examination of the laws 
of this Grand Chapter, and also of the General Grand Chapter, and if there is any 
law requiring or even authorizing their appointment, I have failed to find it. 

“I can conceive of no earthly use for the system, and about the only excuse I 
have ever heard for it was given privately in this Grand Chapter several years ago, 
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when we were consuming the tune of this Grand Chapter in going through tne form 
of introducing the Grand Representatives to this Grand Chapter, a Companion 
said to me in all seriousness: ‘Oh, of course, it amounts to nothing, but it reads well i 
in the Proceedings, when it shows that they were called up and introduced.’ For 
several years past I have been called up and introduced under the grand title of 1 
‘The Grand Representative of the Grand Chapter of Connecticut at and near the 1 
Grand Chapter of Kentucky,’ and as I recall each year that I have held this office I 
under an appointment made about twenty-five years ago, and have had no duties I 
to perform during all that time, I feel that the office is a joke, and that it is sailing I 
under false pretenses to stand up each year and be introduced to this Grand Chapter ; 
under such a high-sounding title. It is ‘as sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal.' j 
It is substantially an infringement or trespass upon the rights of the Committee i 
on ‘Doings of Other Grand Chapters.’ 

“I recommend that all such appointments by the Grand Chapter of Kentucky 1 
be revoked, and that so far as this Grand Chapter is concerned, no further attention j 
be paid to this useless practice.”—Kentucky, 1917. 

This recommendation was approved by Grand Chapter. 

The Grand Chapter of Missouri passed the following resolution: 

“That when a Grand Representative shall fail to attend the annual Convocation j 
pf the Grand Chapter for two successive years the Grand High Priest shall request 
the Grand High Priest of the Grand Jurisdiction which he represents to declare the j 
position vacant and recommend some suitable Companion to be his successor.”— 
Missouri, 1918. 


MASONIC WAR RELIEF ASSOCIATION 

The President of this Association made the following report to the Companions 
of the General Grand Chapter at its last Convocation: 

“I think it eminently proper that I should, as President of the Masonic War 
Relief Association, make a statement to the General Grand Chapter as to the ac¬ 
tivities of this Association during the past three years. The Royal Arch Masons 
and Royal Arch Bodies of the Country have contributed to the Association $27,362. 

“As you know, this Association was organized in 1914 before there was any 
thought that the United States would become involved in the world war now raging. 
The purpose of the Association was to afford relief to our brother Masons in the 
war zone. The fact that the United States has become a party to the war has put 
a different face upon the matter and has interfered considerably with the donations 
to this very worthy cause. 

“The total amount of money collected during the four years by the Association 
is $111,908.65, $35,256.88 of which has been sent to different points in Europe in 
the relief of Masons and their families, leaving on hand, the principal amount of which 
is deposited in savings banks drawing interest, $76,651.77. In the beginning of 
the Association we sent money to different countries in Europe, including some money 
sent to several Grand Lodges in Germany. Of course, this sending of money to 
Germany has been stopped and our efforts at present are devoted largely to the 
support and relief of a Masonic Orphanage at Paris, France, which under the direct 
management of Scottish Rite Lodges of France, is caring for 210 double orphans, 
all the children of Masons. Notwithstanding this fact, we have only received 
$2,330.00 from Scottish Rite Masons and Scottish Rite Bodies in this country. 
Another worthy object to which we have made large contributions is to the Masonic 
War Hospital of London, England. Most of this money in Europe has been dis¬ 
pensed by a committee of American Masons in England. 

“The total amount of appropriations which we have promised for the year 
1918, for war relief in Europe is $40,000.00. This includes, of course, what we have 
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already sent over during the year and what will be sent during the remainder of the 

"I regret to say that I am afraid that the Masonic Bodies of the. United States 
have made a great mistake in not joining all of their forces in the way of relief. 
Every separate body seems to be disposed to act upon its own hook. The combined 
or co-ordinate efforts of all of the Masons of the country, if brought about, would 
produce funds and the opportunity to do something worth while. Many of the Grand 
Bodies have raised money among themselves which they are holding or using separate¬ 
ly accordingly as each body thinks best, which, if we could all use in one combined 
effort, the results would be commensurate with the honor and dignity of the Masonic 
Fraternity and produce results incomparably more important than is being ac¬ 
complished by the present method.” 


MEMBERSHIP IN CHAPTER DEPENDENT UPON MEMBERSHIP IN LODGE 

Should a suspended member in a Craft Lodge be allowed to hold a membership 
in a Chapter? Many Grand Chapters do not grant this privilege. 

Membership in a constituent Chapter of this Grand Chapter shall be conditioned 
op membership in a regular Lodge of Master Masons, and any severance of member¬ 
ship in a Lodge of Master Masons shall constitute a like severance of membership 
in a constituent Chapter.—Oregon, 1918. 

Whenever a Master Mason has been suspended from membership in the Lodge 
of Master Masons, wherein his membership is held, for non-payment of dues, such 
suspension shall extend and apply to his membership in the Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons wherein his membership is held and shall continue until satisfactory evidence 
of action taken by him or by the Lodge of Master Masons from which he was sus¬ 
pended, terminating such suspension, is presented to the Chapter, in which event 
suspension in the Chapter shall also cease.—Oregon, 1918. 

The restoration to good standing by a Lodge, of any Companion who has been 
suspended by it for any cause, and where no action has been had in his case directly 
by the Chapter, restores him to good standing in the Chapter.—Arizona, 1918. 

If a member of a Chapter shall become a non-affiliate Mason and voluntarily 
remain so for twelve months, he shall forfeit his privileges as a Royal Arch Mason. 


QUOTATIONS FROM ADDRESSES OF SPECIAL MERIT 

The Grand High Priest, in fitting language, called attention to the fact that the 
Grand Chapter was fortunate in there having been no death to report in our Per¬ 
manent Membership during the past six months, and in continuing his remarks, said: 

“As we meet in quarterly Convocation just previous to our summer suspension 
from Masonic labor, we should be duly impressed with the fact that we are permitted 
to lay down only a small portion of our burden, and that our duties and responsibilities 
as loyal citizens of this Republic are increased a hundred-fold; that before us lay 
rough and rugged paths which we must travel ere we arrive at the goal of our am¬ 
bition. As individuals, many have entered upon its path with willing and eager 
footsteps, swinging the burden to the shoulder with a shout of welcome, allowing 
no personal interest or ambition to interfere with a supreme effort to win this war of 
ours. I regret that I feel impelled to repeat what I stated at our September Con¬ 
vocation: That Freemasonry as a National Institution has failed to grasp the op¬ 
portunity to realize its mission in broad and universal action in some form of moral 
and financial assistance to our brethren in this war. 

“Various Grand Lodges, our own among them, have established war relief 
funds, which will in the near future prove of great help, but Massachusetts cannot 
do it all. New York cannot do it all; no small combination of Grand Lodges can 
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do it all, without the co-ordination of effort by all the Grand Lodges of these United 
States. We need a strong National Committee, fathered by the lawful authority 
of the Grand Lodges, to combine the willing efforts and great force of nearly two 
millions of Masons in this country. 

“I am the last person in the world to advocate a National Grand Lodge, but a 
Committee of Grand Masters could well be constituted for national action, in which 
other Masonic bodies with national jurisdiction would and should willingly co¬ 
operate without disturbing in the least the sovereignty of their Grand Lodges. 

“The honor rolls and service flags of our Masonic bodies show that no particular 
class of men have so willingly given up their personal ambitions to further the great 
cause of human liberty. Have they not the right to expect of us that the great 
Fraternity to which we all belong shall unite in some great effort to make the dream 
of universal brotherhood come true? 

“They die, that the ideal of Freemasonry may live; we live and allow petty 
differences of opinion about matters of insignificant details, to prevent the accom¬ 
plishment of great deeds of moral and patriotic worth. I believe that every 
Freemason is waiting expectantly for this Fraternity to do something worthy of 
its influence, its traditions and its present membership. 

“It is only a question of ways and means, and while we hesitate the golden 
opportunity is slipping away from us; an opportunity, at last, to make the dream 
of Freemasonry come true. For when this war is over, there will be a desperate 
need for some common ground where men of different countries, sects and opinions 
may meet; some sacred place where creeds, religions and nationalities are not ques¬ 
tioned, but where all men can meet and realize their ideals of Liberty, Justice and 
Charity. And where can a better place be found than at the Altar of Freemasonry 
where the only creed is that of love; where the only faith is that of one common 
Fatherhood. There, built upon the Altar of Freemasonry, could be laid the foundation 
of that ideal temple of the democracy of the world, the Pyramid of Life where every 
man shall serve his brother and, in serving him, shall best serve his God.” 


“Then to my dreaming eyes there did appear, 

As far as eye could reach, a verdant plain, 

And soldiers tilled the soil where they of old 
Did slay their brethren, scatter seeds of pain, 

Did reap wild curses, burning as they slew, 

Destroying all the strength of every age. 

“They tilled the soil, and builded temples new, 

And writ yet better deeds for History’s page,

“Four years ago in my address to the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Colorado 
I expressed the hope that the God of our fathers would hasten the time when princes 
and rulers would beat their swords into plowshares, and their spears into prdning 
hooks; when nation would not lift up sword against nation; but in the light of sub¬ 
sequent events the fulfilment of that hope seems long deferred. Little did we believe 
then that in so short a time thousands of the bravest and best of fair Columbia’s 
sons would be called upon to make the supreme sacrifice. We did not think then 
that hundreds of thousands of the boys in khaki would be marching under the 
Stars and Stripes in a foreign land willing and ready to leave their blood stains on 
the fields of France. But there they are—the fairest and the best—the boys you 
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and I love most—fighting for Liberty, Justice and Equality. The world is at war. 
The horrors pictured on the pages of past history are insignificant in comparison 
with the events of today. We wonder if the passions of men have even begun to 
be subdued; if the worm striving to be a man has made any progress towards the 
light; if the cry of innocent babies impaled on the bayonets of inhuman monsters 
has reached the ear of the Omnipotent. The story of the human race has been one 
long struggle since the dawn of man’s evolution from the lower forms of life, when, 
as a thinking creature, he lifted his yearning hands to something invisible. It has 
ever been a struggle onward and upward for something better, and let us hope that 
out of the wrongs, injustice and oppression of the past, that somehow, somewhere, 
he may receive his recompense. And we may well believe that when our boys 
come sailing home with victory on their banners that it will mark the beginning of a 
brighter and better day for all the nations of the earth. 

“While the events of history, for six thousand years or more give us no hope 
that this will be the end of war, yet we can confidently believe that for generations 
to come, ‘the kindly earth shall slumber, lapt in universal law.’ ’’—Address of Grand 
High Priest, Colorado, 1918. 


“The most common features that I might say need correction, are Officers being 
late in opening the Chapter, or permitting too much delay in preparation. This is 
tiring to the Companions on the side lines. It discourages attendance and destroys 
the pleasure and beauty of the work. A lack of dignity among the officers injures 
the work both with the membership and the candidates. A prevailing fault particu¬ 
larly in the Royal Arch Degree is too much levity displayed by the membership 
and frequently by the officers. Candidates are diverted from the thought of the 
•discovery of a most sacred treasure in the vault, by unguarded remarks of others 
witnessing the work. We are prompted to wonder if a well-known celluloid comedy 
company received the suggestion for its name by witnessing the removing 'of the 
Keystone in one of our Chapters. I would urge that the importance of the discovery 
of the Sacred Ark of the Covenant, and its holy place in the ruins of the temple 
be impressed upon the candidates. We are past our boyhood Sunday-school days, 
and we give too little attention to the spiritual side of our lives. Let us remind 
ourselves once in a while of our dependence upon God. Let us pause and think of 
His Blessings we are enjoying. Let us get in the atmosphere of the rugged path of 
our own lives, and apply the lessons of the Royal Arch to our own use and benefit. 
Let us not magnify the importance of a Grand Lecturer’s interpretation of a printed 
Titual or the mechanical portion of a Deputy’s instruction. Let us put our souls at 
■work and it will find expression in our voices and our actions. Let our officers take 
more seriously the fact that in them the Fraternity has intrusted the responsibility 
of preserving its purity, its dignity and its usefulness. Every candidate is a unit 
in our great institution—a stone in our building. Does our work in building our 
Royal Craft pass the Overseer’s Square, or by our inefficient work are we permitting 
good material to be improperly finished and its usefulness lost or impaired? The 
crow, pickaxe, and spade will yield no results unless they are put into service. Then 
they will yield treasures. Our treasures can only be preserved by placing them in 
proper custody. Our officers are the custodians. May they be faithful to their 
trust. ‘For then and only then can they feel that Friendship, that Union, that Zeal 
and that Purity of Heart which should actuate everyone who would appropriate to 
Kimself the proud title of a workman that needeth not to be ashamed.’ ”—Extract 
from Address of Grand High Priest, California, 1918.

A NOVEL ROYAL ARCH MEETING IN SHANGHAI, CHINA 
(Masonic Standard) 

Probably the most novel situation existing anywhere, as regards Capitular 
Masonry, is found at Shanghai, China, where three Chapters, each of a distinct 
Grand Jurisdiction, different not only in the ritual followed but in the degrees worked, 
meet in the same building and labor side by side in fraternal harmony. 

Zion Chapter, chartered by the Grand Chapter of England, works only the 
Royal Arch degree, the Mark being conferred (as in England) in a separate body, 
which in Shanghai is Orient Mark Masters’ Lodge. Rising Sun Chanter, under the 
Grand Chapter of Scotland, works the Mark, Most Excellent and Royal Arch de¬ 
grees, while Keystone Chapter No. 1, organized in 1871, under the General Grand 
Chapter of the LTnited States, confers the usual four degrees of American Capitular 
Masonry. Two lodges chartered by the Grand Lodge of Scotland also meet in the 
same building and work the Mark degree in connection with the Fellowcraft. 

The unusual opportunities thus presented for a comparison of the different 
forms of Capitular Masonry led the High Priests of this year to plan a comparative 
exemplification at which different bodies, each working the same degrees in its own 
way, should meet the same night in the same hall. 

At the next meeting of Keystone it was decided to observe the occasion by 
conferring the Royal Arch degree, followed by a dinner in which members of other 
bodies would be invited. 

Beginning at 6 p.m., the R.A. degree was conferred on a team consisting of 
Bros. Thomas Sammons (American consul-general at Shanghai), G. T. Petrocelli 
and Thomas J. Broderick. The officers, who were all in full costume and regalia, 
exemplified the work. 


ST. ANDREW’S GRAND CHAPTER IN BELGIUM 

An organization calling itself St. Andrew’s Grand Chapter in Belgium, but having 
its present headquarters in London, England, has applied to the Grand High Priest 
of the Grand Chapter of Kentucky for recognition as a Royal Arch Chapter. This 
recognition had previously been requested of the Supreme Grand Chanter of England, 
and it appears, through a considerable correspondence, that while the Supreme 
Grand Chapter of England was perfectly willing that any Mason from Belgium, 
whether operating under the Grand Orient of Belgium or not, should hold their 
meetings and transact their business in England during the great war yet the Supreme 
Grand Chapter of England did not recognize these Belgium Masons as regular; 
and, in fact, refused to give Masonic recognition to the Grand Orient of Belgium. 

The papers in the case and the correspondence contained therein have been 
referred to the Committee on Doings of Other Grand Chapters, and that committee 
desires to report that even previous to the referring of this matter to it by the Grand 
High Priest, much attention had been paid to the efforts of the Belgium Masons, 
acting under the Grand Orient of Belgium, to obtain recognition from Free and 
Accepted Masons in both America and England. 

It may be that, acting under the sympathetic bond which, during the awful 
war, has made the whole civilized world kin, some Masonic bodies have tendered 
official or Masonic recognition to St. Andrew’s Grand Chapter in Belgium; but, 
notwithstanding the war, and looking along the eternal line which requires strict 
regularity in Freemasonry and unqualified tests in Royal Arch Masonry, and looking 
beyond the mere personality which enthrones the human henrt at present, /our 
committee is of the opinion that it would be unwise to give official Masonic recog¬ 
nition to St. Andrew’s Grand Chapter in Belgium at this time. 

When the Supreme Grand Chapter of England has seen fit to recognize the Grand 
Orient of Belgium, or when the General Grand Chapter of the United States sees fit 
to consider such recognition, then it will be time for the Grand Chapter of Kentucky, 
looking with cautious eye and careful consideration into all the premises, to take 
this recognition into serious consideration. 
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With Lielgium and her people we have now a common cause in war. To all her 
citizens there comes out from the great American people the deepest sympathy 
and broadest charity. That sympathy and charity which we extend to them we 
are backing up with a great army, great supplies and money. We are making 
common cause against her common enemy, but all this does not justify Kentucky 
Royal Arch Masons in recognizing a so-called Masonic Order which has no regular 
recognition in England or America. 

Therefore, considering all the premises, your committee recommends that the 
further consideration of this matter be postponed until the Supreme Grand Chapter 
of England has formally recognized the St. Andrew’s Grand Chapter in Belgium; 
and until that recognition is officially given, that the request of St. Andrew’s Grand 
Chapter in Belgium be denied.—Kentucky, 1918. 


“THE YORK RITE” 

In the United States there are two Masonic Rites, known as the York Rite 
and the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. Both are misnomers if the name of the 
Rite is to indicate its parentage or birthplace. The York Rite was not born in the 
ancient city of York, neither was the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite begotten 
in Scotland. 

The so-called York Rite is the result of an evolution in England, from a one- 
degree operative Craft of 1717 to a system of degree of six or more as now practiced 
in the United States, Canada, England, Scotland and Ireland, and it is the most 
universally recognized Rite in the world. The Scottish Rite was evolved from the 
Rite of Perfection of twenty-five degrees by the addition of eight more at Charleston, 
South Carolina, in 1801, where the Mother Supreme Council was formed. If either 
one of the Rites is to be known as the American Rite, the title probably belonged to 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. To designate the so-called York Rite 
in the United States as the American Rite would be even more absurd than to call 
it the York Rite, for it is neither. 

What is meant by the word Rite? A Rite is defined as “A custom of practice 
of a formal kind; a formal procedure of a religious or solemn observance.” But such 
a religious or solemn procedure of observance must have a definite end or purpose. 
It must have a goal idea. A central idea which the ceremony or procedure is in¬ 
tended to convey. The ceremony may be brief or voluminous, plain or ornate, 
but the central idea must be maintained and attained, as in the Rite of Baptism, 
in the Rite of Marriage, in the Rite of the Holy Sacrament, etc. The central idea 
or pivot around which all Masonic ceremonies or degrees must revolve is the Loss, 
the Recovery and the Interpretation of the Master’s Word. This goal idea must be 
the nucleus of a system of degrees and without which no system of degrees can be 
called a Rite. Any series of degrees, however intimately connected, that does not 
contain the central idea of Loss, Recovery and Interpretation, cannot be called a 
Masonic Rite. This is the goal or pivot of the so-called York Rite. The number of 
degrees in a Rite is merely incidental. It matters not whether there are three or 
thirty-three degrees, provided the central idea, the end of all Masonic symbolism, 
is present. 

The Loss and Recovery with a positive interpretation, or the Loss and Re¬ 
covery with a general or individual interpretation, is the very essence of a Rite. 
The Loss is symbolized in the Craft or Lodge Degrees, the Recovery is symbolized 
in the Royal Arch. In the York Rite the interpretation of the symbolsm of the 
Royal Arch is left to the individual interpretation of the Royal Arch Masion, or it 
finds its positive and special interpretation in the Light of the New Dispensation, 
as taught in the Masonic Order of Christian Knighthood. The Three Craft, or 
Blue Lodge Degree, the Royal Arch, and the United Orders of the Temple and of the 
Malta are the essential grades of the York Rite. The Mark, Past, Most Excellent, 
Royal, Select Degrees and the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross are not essential, 
nor essentially necessary to the York Rite, but they are great aids in the elucidation 



of the symbolism of the central idea of the Kite nnd they adorn and magnify the Kite. 
The Lodge Degrees, the Koval Arch, and the Masonic Orders of Christian Knight¬ 
hood constitute the so-called “York Rite”. To eliminate the Royal Arch would be 
like removing the keystone of an arch, and the whole fabric of the Rite would crumble 
and fall. 

In essentials, the York Rite is the same in the United States as it is in every 
province or country in the British Empire; in other words, it is essentially the same 
in the Anglo-Saxon world. But each country has its own system. In the United 
States it consists of seven degrees and three orders; in Canada of six degrees and three 
orders, although Canada has added the Most Excellent Degree in the Chapter and 
the Red Cross of the Commandery to harmonize, for the purpose of visitation with 
the United States; in England, it consists of four degrees and two orders; in Ireland, 
of five degrees and two orders; in Scotland, the system conforms closely to that of 
Ireland. The Most Excellent Degree is unknown in the British Empire, except in 
Canada; in England, the Mark Master’s Degree is under the control of a Grand 
Lodge of Mark Master Masons. The Red Cross, known in Great Britain as the 
Babylonish Pass, or Red Cross of Babylon, is under the control of three different 
Masonic Grand Bodies. 

It will be noted that in the countries mentioned the number of degrees in the 
Kite varies; even the degrees bearing the same name vary in ceremonies of presenting 
the same truth. The Master’s Degree in Pennsylvania varies much from the 
same degree in the other states, yet symbolically it is the same. The Royal Arch 
in the United States is more dramatic in its form than that of England or Canada, 
yet in essentials it is the same. The Order of the Temple in the English ritual is 
brief; in the Canadian ritual it is more elaborate and has its military features; 
in the United States, it is more wordy, possibly more ornate and dramatic, vet it is 
essentially the same in all of these countries. The rituals of the Order of Malta 
in these countries are so near alike that a person that is conversant with one can 
readily use the other; even a casual observer can readily see that this so-called “York 
Rite,” in essentials, is the same everywhere where the English language is spoken. 
The Concordat adopted in 1910 by the Temple Powers of the World emphasizes 
the great fact. 

The name “York Rite” is an inexcusable blunder; at least an unfortunate mis¬ 
take. There never was a York Rite. It is unnecessary to enter upon any disetrssion 
as to the clainrs of the York Grand Lodge or a York system of Freemasonry as the 
question has been settled beyond controversy. The name “York Rite" is an in¬ 
heritance frotrt the forefathers of Freemasonry in the United States, who were 
more skilled in ritual tinkering than in the History of Freemasonry. This becomes 
especially apparent when otte remembers that the ephemeral Grand Lodge of York 
never chartered a single lodge in America. The Freemasonry of the United States 
began under the Provincial Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, then under the Grand 
Lodge of England (Moderns), with Price as Grand Master. The Grand Lodge of 
England (Ancients) and the Grand Lodge of Scotland chartered lodges in America, 
and it is reasonably possible that before the union of the two Grand Lodges of 
England the Royal Arch and the Masonic Orders of Christian Knighthood were 
conferred in this country by the military lodges connected with the Irish regiments 
stationed in the colonies. To sum it all up, our so-called York Rite is the English 
Rite dressed in more fantastic clothing. 

The name “York Rite” should be eliminated and the name “English Rite” 
substituted. In view of the foregoing facts as to what constitute a Rite, we, in the 
United States, are practising or have formulated an American system of the English 
Rite—not an American Rite, as it is frequently erroneously called, but a system of 
degrees of the English Rite; it should be known as the English Rite, or Anglo-Saxon 
Rite.
